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The Third Party Movement— 
from Ben aor Dette at -Letter 


The following letter from Senator Doo- 
little, Opposing the Third party movemént 
and endorsing the nomination of Seymour 
and Blsit, will be read with’ certain interest 
as the expression of one of ‘the leaders of the 
late Johnson party; 
WASHINGTON, JULY 13, 1868, 

0. H. Ostrander, Esg., Dar Pa.—DEAR 
Sri am in receipt of your letter of the 
10th instant, in which, speaking for yourself 


and a number of other Conservative Republi-. 


cans of your town, you express a “sense of 
disappointment and™ regret that no better 
names had been offered by the Democratic 
party to lead the conservative and ‘patriotic 
masses of the people to victory, and the Rad- 
ical Republican party to deserving and meri- 
ted defeat, As a gentleman and a statesman, 
Mr, Seymour holds our respect, but as a 
Peace Democrat, we are indisposed to vote 
for him ;” and, you are pleased to say, that if 
my name, among others, had been placed at 
the head of the ticket, “all would have gone 
well, and victory would have been certain.” 
You desire my opinion upon the situation 
and “the prospects of a Third party.” I 
thank you for the confidence thus reposed m 
me, and shall not shrink from the responsi- 
bility of stating, frankly, my opinion, I do 
not think the organization of any third party 
Is wise, or can work any practical good to tho 
great cause in which we are engaged. In the 
very nature of things, when great principles 
are at stake, there are, and there can be, but 
two effective pohtieal parties, “He that is 
not for me is against we,” in politics as well 
as religion, 1s a truth upon which every wise 
ian is compelled to act. What, then, is the 
great and paramount issue? What is that 
great and unpardonable wrong for which the 
Radical party 1s now arraigned and should be 
overthrown? It is substantially this: In 
violation of the Constitution—in violation of 
pledges made and often repeated, from the 
first battle of Bull Run to the end of thé 
war; pledges tothe North to get men and 
money; pledges especially made to the Dem- 
ocracy to get their suppuit in the field, and 
in the elections; pledges made to the South 
tu induce them to lay down their arms and 
to renew their allegiance; and pledges to 
foreign powers to prevent intervention—in 
viviation of all these solemn pledges, upon 
which we invoked the blessings of Almighty, 
God upon our cause, and by which alone we 
guined strength to master the rebellion—in 
violation of the natural and inalienable nght 
of the civilized men of every State to govern 
themselves, and in violation of the clear pro- 
visions of the Constitution which leaves to 
each State fur itself the right to regulate suf- 
fiage, this party has, without trial, by ex post 
farto laws, distranchiyed hundreds of thous- 


ands of the most intelligent of their citizens, | 


and has forced upon ten States and six mil- 
lions of our own Anglo-Saxon race the uni- 
versal and unqualified suffrage of 700,000 ig- 


norant, and, in the mam, half-civilized ne- jẹ 


groes. Thisis the great wrong for which 
that party is arraigned at the bar of public 
judgment, and for which it should be over- 
thrown. To consummate that great wrong, 
they have abolished all civil government, and 
civil liberty, even in these ten States; thev 
have established five absolute military despo- 
tisms, w herein all rights to life, liberty, and 
property are subject to the will of one man, 
they have kept the Union divided; they have 
prevented the restoration of industry; they 
have kept duwn the credit of the Govern- 
ment, during three years of peace, to a point 
so low that, to the shame of every American, 
the six per cent. bonds of the United States 
sell for only 78 in gold, while the bonds of 
Brazil, bearing only four per cent, interest, 
bring over 90 in gold; they have encroached 
upon the just rights of the Executive; they 
have threatened the independecc of the Su- 
preme Court; they have unjustly and with- 
out cause impeached and put upon trial the 
President himself, and, by every species of 
denunciation, and even by threats of assassi- 
nation, have endeavored to force the Senate 
to convict him, in order to place in the Ex- 
ecutive chair one who will use all its power 
to consummate that gigantic wrong against 
the Constitution, against our plighted faith, 
against civilization, and against our own race 
and kindred.

Tn a speech delivered at New Yark, Jung 
25th, 1868, by Horatio Seymour, Democratic 
candidate for President, we find the following 
fucts and figures, relative tq matters that in- 
terest every citizen and tax-payer.

1865, For the fischl year ending July 1,2809,: 
Lwill take the ‘estimate jist, hades by the 
Oonimittee df Ways, mid Me 
mind that this is the best- promiso the Re- 
publicans can make on the eve of the Presi- 
dential election, {t tyill proye to be many 
millions short of what they will spend, but 
we will give them the benefit of their own 
statements. After the close of the wir, and 
up to the lst of July, 1865, the ‘War Départ- 
ment paid $165,000,000; which is $75,000,000 
more than was spent by the same department 
in‘the four yearof Mr. Polk’s administration, 
und which included the cost of the Mexican 
war, It took nearly twice as, much to stop a 
war under Republican policy as it did to car- 
ry on á war under Democratic management, 
But I will not take this $165,000,000 into 
account. Let us cluse the war, Since July 
1, 1865, about three months after the surren- 
der of Lee, up to July 1, 1868, the cost of 
government will be by cflicial reports and es- 
timates $20,390,208, Up to July 1, 1869, by 
the estimate of the Chairman of the Com- 
mitttce of Ways and Means, it will be $197,- 
073,366, making the cost of government for 
Your years, $1,018,363,574. This does not in- 
clude one cent paid or to be paid for interest 
or principal of the debt, The cost of govern- 
ment during the four years before the ‘war 
(leaving out interest on debt) was $256,226, 
414, This shows that the Republicans~have 
spent in atime of peace four dollars where 
the Deniderats spent one. But the cost of 
government grows greater, and we will allow 
them to spend two dollars where tlie Demo- 
crate spent oné. This will be $512,452,828. 
But they spent $505,910,643 beyond this. 
What did they do with the money? During 
the four years of Mr, Polk’s term, which in- 
cluded the Mexican war, the cost of the War 
Department was only $90,540,788.21. We 
find that the cost of the War Department, 
taking their own statements and estimates, 
will be in those four years of peace $841,618,- 
619. And this follows an expenditure of 
more than $8,000,000,000 during the war, 
The cost of the Navy Department in the four 
years ending July Ist, 1889, will be, by Re- 
publican statements and estimates, $117,471,- 
402; and this follows an peoien of $814,- 
186,742 during the war. In the four vears 
before the war the navy cost only $62,910,584, 
We then stvod in the front rank of the com- 
mercial powers. Our ships were on every 
sea and were to be found in every port, Amer- 
ican shipping is now by our tarifit policy 
swept from the ocoan, but the cost of the 
navy is nearly doubled. The year ending 
July 1, 1868, is the third year of peace. But 
the War Department cost $128,858/494, which 
18 more than it cost during the four years of 
Mr. Polk’s term, which covered the expenses 
of the Mexican war, Not only does one year 
of peace cost more than four years of war 
then did, but the third year of pence costs 
niore than the second, for in the year ending 
July 1, 1867, the War Department spent only 
$95,224,415, In these statements we havo 
given the Republicans the full benefit of their 
promises for the fiscal year ending July 1, 
1869, but we should like to ask a fow ques- 
tions. Tf $38,081,013 is enough for the War 
Department in that year, why and how did 
you spend $128,858,400 this year? If $17,- 
500,000 is enough for the navy in 1869, wh 
did you spend upon it $48,324,111 in* 1866, 
and $31,024,011 in 1807? You have not cut 
down the numbers of the army. Did you 
waste money this year, or are your statements 
for next year untrue? We ask Republicans 
to read the estitnates for the future, for thay 
show the proiligncy of the past. If $500,- 
600,000 of the money pad for military, naval 
and other expenses had been nsed to pu the 
debt, to-day the credit of the United States 
would have been as good as that of Great 
Britain, This rapid payment, and the proof 
it would have given of good faith, would 
have carried the national credit to the highest 
point. The bonds would be worth mueh 
more itt the hands of holders, and yet the 
tux-payer would seem better off, for the cost 
of Governmént would be cut down as its 
credit rose. We could put out now bonds, 
bearing less interes!, whith would not have 
the odious exemption from taxation. Our 
debt would have been less, our interest lower, 
and our taxes reduced. The hourd of labor 
could be shortened. What now lengthens 
the time of toil? If we were free from any 
form of taxation, direct or indirect, six hours 
of work would enrn as mhuth as ten does now, 
One hour moro of Work ought to méet the 
lnboret’s share of the cost of government, an:

the eyes of the military, on the Colorado, the 
power of those chiefs for evil is gone. and they 
will soon be compelled to surrender or join the 
Apaches. From the Lottom of our heart do we 
hope and pray that these cut-throat Wallapnis 
are honest in their expressed desire for peace, 
but, having long since learned to put no faith in 
Indian-promises, we would not be surprised to 
learn, ere long. that the red rascals had decamp- 
ed from off the river, and taken the war path 
again. 

Their abandonment of the country adjacent 
to the Prescott and Hardyville rond will open 
that important highway to trade and travel, be- 
sides unsealing and offering to settlers a vast ex- 
tent of as fine a country as an immigrant could 
wish to settle in, and through which. before many 
years roll around. the locomotive will run, on 
its way from the Atlantic to the Pacific. Even 
now. after three yearsof relentless, bloody war, 
there are finely cultivated ranches adjacent to 
this road, belonging to men who, at various 
times. have lost almost everything they possess- 
ed, but who, notwithstanding all this, stuck to 
their homes and baye at last succeeded in wear- 
lng out their red foes, and are now likely to reap 
a rich reward for their toil, suffering and priva- 
tion. 


Indian Murders and Outrages. 

From almost every town and settlement in the 
Territory comes a wail of woe and a cry of dis- 
tress, for the loss of friends who have recently 
been murdered by the savages, for property stolen 
and destroyed by them, and for inability to re- 
venge themselves upon the cruel wretches. Re- 
cently, they have grown bold and valiant, and 
witbout something is done soon towards check- 
ing their power and success, they will become 
worse. Our people have growa tired of beg- 
ging for more troops, and they should now meet 
together in every town and village inthe Ter- 
ritory. and respectfully demand that which every 
American citizen is entitled to reccive, protec- 
tion for life and property. The Indians must be 
put down, and to accomplish that desirable pur- 
pose, more tioops must be sent to the Territory. 

A. short time ago, the savages attacked a mail 
stage near Tucson, and killed one man, Adam 
Linn, a relation of Wm. Linn, of Prescott. Of 
the 30th ult.»they attacked, between the Vulture 
mine and Wickenburg, a quartz train belonging 
to F. M. Chapmag, killed one of the drivers, Os- 
car Kelly, and captured 20 males. About 5 miles 
from, Prescott, on Wednesday Jast, they way- 
laid and killed a Mexican, named Juan Yeps, 
while he was returning from town to Reamis’ 
Ranch, on Lynx Creek, and tried to kill, later in 
the day, near the same place, Judge Flower and 
a Mexican boy. Sunday night last, they stole 2 
mules from Mr. Stanebrook, of this place, and 2 
horses from Mr. Fredericks, also of this place. In 
the vicinity of Walnut Grove, and other settle- 
ments, they are thick as bees, and as industiions 
as beavers. Now, something must be done to 
stop all this, for if they persist in their pesent 
course. they will shortly have matters all their 
own way in Arizona. Until General Halleck 
can send more troops hore, our citizens should 
organize parties, and with the aid of the few sol- 
diers in the country, hunt down and whip the 
scoundrels. We understand that the citizens of 
Walnut Grove intend to make a raid upon the 
savages soon, and citizens of‘ other settlements 
should do likewise. Thursday night last some 
12 or 13 Mexicans, maddened with rage und 
burning with desire to revenge the death of thelr 
countryman, started from Prescott, on foot, to 
hunt up, and if possible, slay his murderers. We 
hope they way be successful in accomplishing 
their purpose. We have mentioned bute tithe 
of the depiedations committed by these wretches 
recently, But enough to show that tho red ras- 
cals are bent on murder and robbery.

He came here 
fiom Austin, Nevada, in the spring of °60, and 
shortly after his arrival here, started with and ac- 
companied the White Monvtain party on their 
tripto Eastern Arizona, and back to Prescott, 
We were one of that purty, and regret to have to 
record the demise of a fellow voyageur, whose 
kind spirit, and generous disposition never failed 
to cheer his comrades when surrounded by hun- 
dreds of hostile Indians, when the storm beat 
wildly upon them, and when suffering for the 
necessaries of life, fur from friends, in the heart 
of Apachedom. Farewell, gallant, gencrous com- 
rade. May the storms of Heaven beat lightly on 
thy grave, and may thy home beyend the tomb 
be among the brave, the generous, the good, the 
noble of Earth's pioneers, for thou wast while liv- 
ing, truly oncof them. No White Mountalneer— 
no onc of that gailant band who so nobly worked 
together and endured privations innumerible 
without complaint, can read of thy untimely death 
withont shedding tears.of sorrow and feeling

terrors, and lie goes PAE R a 
wounded, as though it were a field day at 
home; but the moment that death or a dis- 
abling wound deprives him of his rider, he 
seems all at once to learn what a battle ‘s— 
to perceive its real dangers with the clearness 
of a human being, and to be agonized with 
horror of the fate he may incur for want of a 
hand to guide him. Careless of the mere 
thunder of gung, he shows plainly enough 
that he more or fess knows the dread accent, 
that is used by missiles of war while cutting’ 
their way through the air; for as often a 
these sounds disclose to him the near passage 
of bullet or round shot,he shrinks and cringes, 
His eyeballs protrude; wild with fright, he 
still does not most commonly gallop home 
into camp. His instinct seems rather to tell 
him that what safety, if any, there is for him 
must be found in the ranks; and he rushes at 
the first squadron he can find, urging pite- 
ously, yet with violence, that he too by right 
is a troop-horse; that he too is willing to 
charge, but not to be left behind; that he 
must and he will “fall in” Sometimes a 
riderless charger thus bent on aligning with 
his fellows will not be content to range him- 
self on the flank of the line, but dart at some 
point at the squadron which he seemingly

to force himself in. Riding, as it is usual for 
the commander of a regiment to do, some- 
way in advance of his regiment, Lord Geo. 
Paget was especially tormented and pressed 
by the riderless horses which chose to turn 
round and align with him. At one time 
there were three or four of these horses ad- 
vancing close abreast of him on one side, and 
as many as five on the other. Impelled by 
terror, by gregarious instinct, and by their 
habit of ranging in line, they so “closed” in 
upon Lord George as to besmear his overalls 
with blood from the gory flanks of the near- 
est intruders, and obliged him to use his 
sword. 


Pourrics.—In order to keep our readers 
posted on the state of the political atmos- 
phere in “America,” for we are not yet in, we 
give them the following, and allow them to 
draw their own conclusions. The Dutch 
Flat, (Cal.) Enquirer, a Radical organ, raises 
its emblem, an obese darkey, and with bris- 
tles erect, tushes visible, grunts thusly: 

& We face the foe, the ranks are full, our 
cannon are shotted and trailed, our repeating 
rifles are charged, our bayonets are fixed and 
gleaming, we stand shoulder to shoulder, our 
elbows touch; with clenched teeth, protrud- 
ing chin, hands of iron and hearts of fire, we 
enter the conflict to crush the traitor hosts, 
We have samed our Jeaders and each is in his 
place. Ahead of these invincible legions rides 
a chief who knows no such word as defeat, 
A hero who on a hundred red fields has slain, 
routed or captured the rebel hoards. No in- 
ternal feuds distract or impede us, no sore- 
heads, grumblers or croakers infest our camp 
or hang upon our rear. The stragglers have 
come in, the deserters returned. The bugle 
sounds the charge; the air is alive with 
music; all friendly hearts thrill with joy and 
the hostile quake with terror at that sublim- 
est of sounds, the solemn tread of the armed 
millions; the welkin rings with the exultant 
cheers as we enter the fray assured of a glo- 
rious victory.” 

With this fellow. everything appears to be 
lovely and serene; his “goose hangs high,” 
and his tribe is well heeled. 

The San Francisco Call, a Democratic paper, 
is not quite so warlike, valiant and blood- 
thirsty as the Flat Radical, but it is fully as 


hopeful. Hear it: 

“Our New York correspondent, one of the 
best-posted on all public subjects in the East, 
says that the sentiment for Seymour is on the 
increase throughout the country, and that 
there is a strong probability of his election.

a new country on the continent that can com 
pare with this muohly-abueed and shamefully 
neglected Torritory,; Arizona haşa name abroad 
foy. sterility and worthlessness, anong those who 
know.nothing of the Territory, Butt, really, she 
does pot deserve it, for even her waste places, 
the deserts—produce luxuriant grasses, egoulent. 
and natritions fruits, etc, These patches of des- 
ert are to be found almost entirely on the south- 
ern and western rim of the Territory, and un- 
forbinately for the"erritory and lier people, that 
is tho portion "best known.’ It is the portion 
throngh which the old ovétland route from the 
Statés to California, runs, and over which thou- 
sands of citizens and soldiers have travelled in 
crossing our Territory. But let us leave this 
road and strike north some 50, or 75 miles, and 
your eyes will perceive a country altogether 
different—a country glothod in perpetnal green, 
covered with a thick growth of timber—a coun- 
try that in winter is whitened with snow, and in 
summer, freshened with showers, whose rivers, 
lakes, creeks and brooklets are numerous and 
filled with pure, cold water and sportive fish, 
where the cold of winter and the heat of sum- 
mer are extremely moderate, where the air is 
pure and where sickness is rarely felt. Ah but, 
say the emigres, itis the home of the dreadful 
Apaches—those horrible Indians that kilt and 
steal so! Well, admit the fact, Kentucky, Ohio, 
Indiana, in fact all the Western States. were, but 
a few years ago, inhabited by hostile Indians, 
and are to-day in the enjoyment of peace and 
plenty. It will be so here, in a few years, and 
now is the time to settle in the Territory, acquire 
property, and thus lay the foundation for for- 
tune and happiness. 

Before three years shall pass, unless, unfortu- 
nately, our couutry sould again embroil herself 
in war, a railroad will pass through this country; 
the Indians will be tamed. dur rich mines will be 
worked, our immense forests of timber will yield 
us & large revenue, our pastoral lands will be 
dotted with herds. and our vallies, mesas, and 
side-hills will be covered with wheat, corn, bar- 
ley, oats, orchards and vineyards. This is no 
idledream, but it is a dream that will surely be 
fulfilled. Already, we have -proven that corn, 
wheat, barley, oats, potatoes and all other veg- 
etables, fruit of every description and grapes of 
every variety can be raised bere. In fact, we 
are honest in the belief that a better grape 
country is nowhere to be found, as the wild 
growth of them fo be found all over the Terri- 
tory, attest. Besides all these, we have good 
reasons for believing that our mines are the 
richest and most extensive in the world, and 
Californians and Coloradans who have come here 
and examined them, are ot the same opinion. 
What few people there are in the country are 
well Satisfied with it, are honest, peacable, in- 
dustrious, and anxious that people should come 
and settle among them. We do not offer immi- 
grants a fortune in a day, but we offer them that 
frum which fortunes can be speedily made. 


Just now, those wishing to work for wages, | derness, with a future, than an old dried-up fish- | 


can get all the work they want in this part of 
the Territory, at rates unhéard of in the old 
States,—from $75 to $100 per month for laboring 
men. This, too, is emphatically, a white man’s 
country, no inferior races are here to buck 
against him and cut down wages. Employers 
prefer white labor to any other, and it will al- 
ways be sp in this part of the Territory. 

It grieves us to read of the passage, through 
the southern part of our Territory, of trains of 
immigrants for California, who could do much 
better by seftliag in this Territory, Butitscems 
that a,trip over the southern route sickens them 
with Arizona. How different the case would 
be were they to come over the Whipple or 35th 
parallel route? which passes through a rich, 
well watered, delightful country. But this route 
is sealed to travel; there is no mail seryice upon 
itand no troops. A great deal of the population 
of Prescott and vicinity came over this route, 
from Colorado and the States, and whén they ar- 
rived here they wéte go well pleased’ with the 
country, that most of them have settled down 
here for life. 

Would to God those who come into the coun- 
try on the Soufhern route would do so, and they 
would if they could but see the country a little 
to the North of them. It is singular that they 
never examine the rich bottom lands of the Gila 
and Salt River, upon -portions of which, small 
but flourishing settlements have been made, The 
people of Phioénix, on Salt' River, and of the get- 
tlements on the Gila, should meet those emigrants 
at Pima villages or Maricopy Wells, take them 
to their settlements. show tliem their crops and 
the. thougands of unocoupied acres of farming 
land 'that invites the husbandman to till it. Other 
States and Territories beg, for immigration and 
coax people to setile among them, then why 
should, we not do the same thing—we who need 
workers worse than shy State or Territory of the 
far west; Every ‘county and section of the Ter- 
ritéry has’advihhtages and inducementé'té offer 
to immigrants, and ‘how is the time to be up and, 
doing. Pima county,Jike Yavapai, contains rich 

and extensive minéral deposits, good fatimiig and 
grazing’ lands and abundance of timber. Yuma, 
‘Mohave and Pah-Ute counties contait’ mines of 
gold; silver and copper, and a great deal of the 
‘richest Jand in the- world. The watérs of the 
‘gront Colorado, sweep by them to the sea, and 
sřehmèrk glide up and down their shores, freighted 
with everything needed by ‘the people of the 
Territory. ‘There is no reason for oné section to 
be jealous of another. We all shonld unite for 
the general welfare, put out shonidety to the 
wheel and give a long pull; a strong pull and 
pull altogether for the advancement of our fair 
Territory. -

Rats—How ro Fix Tsem.—Chloride of 
lime has frequently proved a sure thing to 
drive rats away from any place infested by 
them. An ounce of it scattered in the place 
where they come to feed, or wrapped in a 
bit of muslin, and put in their holes, where 
it aquires Wampuess, produces a gas that is 
not offensive to man, but is to the rats. If 
chloride of lime is moistened with muriatic 
acid, and placed in a drain, vault or cellar, 
and closed from the air a little while, the rats 
will depart, because it will be death to re- 
main. This is also a good disinfectant, and 
will, for a time, cure the effluvia of a dead rat. 
One application of chloride of lime to rat 
holes has driven them away for a year, when 
a renewal of it started them again. .

1868, 
À OUR SITUATION, 


Northern Arizong is pecaliarly situated, and. 
comes voty nigh being an oasis in a desert. Our 
western frontier jg bounded by the Colorado 
tiyor; ovr southern, by the Gila, our oasfern, 
by Nosy Mexigo, and onr northern, by Utah and 
Colorado. South of the Gila, onr section is cut 
‘off from the Mexican State of Sénora by p long 
strip of Tand, which, in somo countries, might he 
called a desert, although portigns of it prodiice 
grass, and contain some farming land, ‘ Tie re- 
gion of country between the Colorado river and 
the settlements in southern California. is another 
such a desert, On onr northern border, the conn- 
try is almost a terra incognito, but we believe it 
to. be a high well-watered and timbered country. 
The distance from Prescott to San Bernardino, 
‘the first town of ony importance in southern Gali- 
fornia, is obont 400 miles; to Los Angeles, the 
largest town gouth of San Francisco, it is abont 
475 miles. From Prescott, to Santa Fe, New 
Mexico, the distance is less than 500 miles, via 
Comp Lincoln, Zuni and Fort Wingate. In the 
chief city of southern California and tho chief 
city of Now Mexico, the price of articles con- 
sumed by us, ore nearly equal, the slight differ- 
ences being in favor of California. Yet once let 
us have direct communication with New Mexico, 
via the route already mentioned; let mail ser- 
vice and troops be placed upon it, and we could 
buy here in Prescott, from Now Mexican traders, 
flour for about $12 per cwt, and other articles 
in proportion, for which we now have to pay 
$18 and $20 per cwt, in gold, Quite a differ- 
ence in the cost of flour and other articles. The 
reason for this is that the ronte from Prescott, 
Wickenburg and other places in the Territory is 
far superior to that between our county and Los 
Angeles. Between Prescott and Wickenburg 
and Santa Fe and Albuquerque, ox teams could 
perform the journey with great case, as npon the 
entire route water is plenty, at convenient dis- 
tances, and grass grows everywhere. [eretofore, 
California bas held usat her mercy, in the hol- 
low of her hand, and we are anxious to seo New 
Mexico run her a tilt for our trade, Not that we 
prefer our eastern to our western brethren, but 
that we wish to see some competition in this mar- 
ket and a reduction in the cost of living. Ina 
few years, we will, raise enough wheat to make 
our own bread, and, should the Indians cense 
their thieving, more than enough cattle, swine. 
sheep, ete., to furnish us meat. 

We want connexion with New Mexico, and 
must have it, and we hope she will meet us half- 
way in trying to get it. 

Tho telegraph line recently built to Sapta Fe, 
will not siop there jong, and we havo reason to 
hope that it will soon be extended through «this 
part of Arizona and connect at Los Angeles with 
the wires from San Francisco.

We have demonstrated the fact, that, 
white people can live here; that our country is 
rich in minerals, that her soil produces luxuri- 
antly ; wo have explored the country for over 
two hufidred miles cast from Prescott, and know 
that it is heavily timbered, well watered, and an 
inviting region to settle in. 

Our great gold mine, the Vulture, at Wieken- 
burg, in this county, is, and has been, producing 
thousands of dollars every week, for the past 
to years, and just now, mining prospects never 
before looked so encouraging in the vicinity of 
Arizona City, Eureka, La Paz, TMardyvillo and 
Prescott. God has blessed the people of the 
Territory with abundant crops, and the farmers 
will have no trouble to dispose of their grain, 
etc, for fair prices. AN that the Territory now 
stands in need of is workers, protection from In- 
dians, and the opening úp to travel of the 35th 
parallel route to New Mexico. Give her these, 
and shë will soon astonish even her friends.

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EASTERN DIVISION RAILROAD. 

There seems to be n determination ou the part 
af a grent many Senators and Representatives 
to force the company that bas already built this 
road from the Missouri river to Pond cveek, to 
either stop right there in the wilderness, or run 
thoir road to Denver City, in Colorado. This is) 
short-sighted policy on the part of members of 
the National Legislature, who act as though they 
wdro operating in the interest of the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad Company, <A short time ago, the 
U.P. R. Company, assured the E. D. Company 
that their road vould notin the least interfere 
with theirs, and that they would gid them in gèt- 
ting help from Congress to bnild the Eastern Di- 
vision road, but, now, it seems, they have adopt- 
ed naw tactics, and appear to be working with 
might and main against the granting of any more 
aid to complete our raifrond. What is the malter 
now? Aro they afraid of opposition, or do they 
want all the ald the Republic can afford to give. 
to build their sky-seraping road throngh the 
greattNorth American snow-belt? We hope 
Congress will retrace its steps, view the matter 
in its true light, obey the mandate of the people 
and help build our railroad. 

Tt is silly and imbecile in a people as numer- 
ous. rich and powerful as is onrs to sit down 
quietly after accomplishing one great work and 
imagine that that is sufficient for a century, and 
they will not do it. The people of all the great 
cities of the cast demand the speedy conatrne- 
tion of two lines of railroads from the east to the 
west, and sooner or Inter, nnother will have to 
be built? Then, why dodge the question? Why 
not grapple the great undertaking now, and put 
it throngh? It is not\asked for by a rection or 
by a party—all sections and all parties are in 
favor of building it. speedily. yet Congress holds 
back. If Congress is not in favor of assisting 
the company by granting them lands, then give 
them bonds or money aid of some kind, but for 
Heaven's sake don't retard the development and 
settling up of the rich and immense country 
through which the road would pass for the sake 
of any company of monopolists. The poor peo- 
ple, the merchants, the faimers and the me- 
chanics of the over-crowded enst demand its 
construction, in order that they may come this 
way, for farms, work and trade, 

The people of Southern California, New Mexi- 
coand Arizona are anxiously praying for its 
construction, knowing full well that it will bring 
them immigration. eapital, enterprise and pro- 
tection against Indians, and if itis not built it 
will cause gloom and despair to settle down 
upon them thicker and blacker than ever. 

The advantages that this road wonld be to the 
Government and people have already been so 
clearly set forth, that we need nol reiterate 
them. Suffice it to say that in a few years it 
wonld bring such an influx of people into the 
Territories through which it would pass, that 
there wonld be no need of Government main- 
taining an expensive army in them, to watch In- 
dians, for the settlers would soon take care of 
them at their own expense. 

Every interest of the country demands its con- 
struction, and Congress will do nobly, wisely, if 
it does its duty to the country by encouraging 
and aiding its projecters, for without Govern- 
ment aid. wo fear the company. or no other com- 
pany, will undertake to accomplish the gigantic 
task of building it at their own expense.

bor, perseverance and danger, one may rea- 
sonably indulge the conceit that he under- 
stands something of the Apache character ; 
but not until then. 

He who has once or twice heard the war- 
whoop of the American savages; who has 
contended with them in the arena of battle, 
or who has listened to the tales of their ex- 
ploits as related by persons who are supposed 
to be versed in the subject, is very apt to fe- 
licitate himself with the belief that he knows 
all about tlem. In no special instance is 
Poupe’s estimate of a “little learning,” more 
applicable than to this asserted Knowledge of 
Indian character, so much boasted of by our 
frontier settlers, and casual way farers through 
the regions inhabited by nomadic races, 

Cautious, suspicious, treacherous and crafty, 
the Apache meets all othor races on the 
ground of distrust and doubt. An Ishmaelite 
himself, all other people are to his perverted 
senses, objects to be shunned or destroyed. 
With him, the end justifies the means. In- 
debted to us for the refinement of his natur- 
ally savage instincts, it is but due to him to 
acknowledge that his schooling has not been 
thrown away. Excusable as this may appear 
to some, the fact remains that he is a yiper, 
an untaineable, ferocious, ap a iee monster, 
bent upon the destruction of all with whom 
he comes in contact, and only restrained by 
fear, As the interests of the Apache race 
bear no appreciable proportion to those of 
civilized men, it becumes a duty to impose 
that condition of dread, which only will in- 
sure their discontinuance of-revolting atroci- 
ties, and the safety of our people. 

The tribal organization of thege sayages 
has always been misunderstood, We hive 
taken it for granted that they ‘were similar 
to othar tribes in this yespect. “But such is 
not the case. Under every aspect, and at 
all times, the Apache is a pure democrat. 
He acknowledges no chief, no ruler, no, au 
thority but his own will, nor does he ever 
i to another the right to act in his 

ehalf, 

When in camp, á temporary ruler isulected 
to preside over its affairs, and éach person is 
freo to rerhuin or leavé at hid or her disdre« 
tion, When on the war path, a leader is 
fhosen to direct proceedings, but he dovs not 
presume to exert control over individual pro- 
clivities.

loper, as developed in hig “ Trapper,” * Last 
of” the Mohicans,” ete,; the stirring adven- 
tures of Captain Jobn Smith, Daniel Boone, 
Chamberlin, Carson, Hays and a host of noted 
Pioneers, have invested our Indian races with 
rare and absorbing interest, But they ‘have 
ulso tended to convey falso and erroneous im- 
pressions of Indian character; and have ¢on- 
tributed to misguide our legislation on this 
subject to such an extent as to become a miost 
serious public burden, , Rieke 
> Since the foundation of our government, 
Indian wars have cost the people nearly, four 
hunilred millions of dollars, and the stream 
of expenditure continues with unabated vol- 
ume. When the whites were few and the 
savages many, the cost of keeping them in 
subjection was measurably less than it has 
been since the reversil of our respective nu- 
merical condition, Whence arises this ano- 
maly? Simply because of our strange ignor- 
ance of Indian character as it really exists, 
and not as we have been taught to under- 
stand it by writers of attractive fiction, or 
the chroniclers of heroic deeds and romantic 
adventures. This sweeping assertion may be 
met with one more plausible and popular, 
because more suggestive, snd having the 
merit of being sanctioned by time. “ls it 
possible,” exclaims the old school debater, 
“that we have been for more than two cen- 
turies and a half fighting, treating, and deal- 
ing with our Indian tribes without acquirin 
apositive knowledge of their character!” Such 
an exclamation certainly seems to be stagger- 
ing. It uppears to possess the vital force of 
reason and unanswerable argument; never- 
theless, it is exactly true that, as a people, 
we know little or nothing about this very 
important matter. Unfortunately, those who 
have been the best able, from long and careful 
persorial experience to give the requisite in- 
formation, have also been, for the most part, 
deficient in educational attainments and the 
capacity to impart their knowledge; while 
others have given no evidence of entertaining 
a just value of its public importance. Satis- 
fied with their own acquirements, they have 
not sought to publish them for the benefit of 
others. 

The white races of the American people 
boast European origin, mainly that of Eng- 
lish Hneage; but how much did the British 
really know of Americans, even at the period 
of our Revolution? Is not the history of 
that struggle indisputable evidence of the 
most lamentable and inexplicable ignorance 
on the part of the mother country? But, 
worse still; after the Revolution, after we 
had been in strict and closest commercial and 
political relations with Great Britain for over 
sixty years, after a second and sanguinary 
contest with that country, we have only to 
read the works of some of their travelers to 
arrive at the superficial and wonderfully erru- 
neons idea of American character possessed 
by intelligent Britons 

When the two leading commercial nations 
of the globe, each claiming the highest civili- 
zation, speaking identically the same lan- 
guage, and governed by the same general law, 
contrive to pass two centuries and a half of 
clase intercourse with such unsatisfactory in- 
terknowledgeable results, is it strange that a 
like ignorance should exist between the 
American people and the nomadic races of 
this continent ? 

Causes similar to those which operated as 
a bar 10 English knowledge of the American 
character have interposed against our acqui- 
sition of precise information relative to the 
leading traits of Indian nature. Without be- 
ing captious, it is assumed that British tour- 
ists have, for the most part, approached us 
with something of an intolerant and preoccu- 
pied spirit. ‘They came prepmed to encoun- 
ter ill-bred, semi-educated, uncouth and 
braggart provincials, rendered more unendur- 
able by their democratic form of government, 
and political hostility to the time-honored in- 
stitutions of their own country, Reference 
can as emphatically be made to the course 
pursued by the British in India, the Spaniards 
in Mexico and Peru, the French in Africa and 
Cochin Ohina. The conquering race seldom 
care to inform themselves minutely about the 
condition and characteristics of the conquered, 
and the results have been renewed sanguin- 
ary struggles and immensely increased expen- 
ditures,

their language should be so regular and full, 
Their verbs have the actiye and passive voices ; 
the infinitive, indicative, subjunctive and po- 
tential moods. the present, imperfect, perfect 
and future tenses; the singular,dual and plural 
numbers, ‘Cheir noutis häye the nominitive, 
genitive, dative, accusative and ablative cakes, 
with three numbers corresponding to those 
of the verbs.

The strange regularity of their language 
and the copiousness of their numerals indi- 
cate the possession of superior intelligence; 
but there is an abundances of other proof to 
this assumption, About fifteen hundred 
Apaches, including many’of the: most promi- 
nont warriors'and couhbilmen of te Mescalerd 
family, surrendered to the Oalifornia troopd 
in the winter of 1862. They had been’ thd 
most formidable scourges of the country, and 
had nover beford succumbed to any power, 
General Carleton located them ‘on the exten- 
sive reservation at Fort Sumner, at a point 
called the Bosgue Redondo, on the Pecos river, 
nearly four hundred miles east of . the Ri 
Grande.

It is very common fur a close observer to 
mect a group of Apaches one day on the 
Mumbres or in Apache Pass, and encounter 
the same individuals at a subsequent period 
at the head of the Jornada del Muerto, or even 
on the Pecog river, seven hundred miles dis- 
tant. 

lt will be observed from this fact, that the 
distinctive appellations given tu them by the 
Mexican people are purely gratuitous, and do 
not really exist, the tribe being one, but 
ranging over an enormous extent of country. 
Certain individuals affect particular localities, 
and when at home (if such a term can by 
any possibility apply to Apaches) they will 
resort there to enjoy their plunder, hold their 
feasts, and indulge in temporary rest from 
active campaigning. The various bands com- 
prising these people number 35,000, of whom 
8,000 can be made effective for warlike ond 
plundering expeditions. A lad of twelve 
years is expected to take his e among 
warriors of matured years and experience, 
and is quite as dendly an enemy in theirstyle 
of warfare. The Navajos are about as nume- 
rous, but confine the balk of their depreda- 
tions to New Mexico, while the Apaches pro- 
per devastato portions of that Territory, all 
Arizona, and nearly all parts of the Mexican 
States of Sonora, Ohihuahua and Durango. 
In 1850 the probable fighting fofee of the 
Apaches was 10,000 warriors, but they were 
not nearly as zealously active nor as hostile 
as now, neither were they .so well armed, 
Their present condition renders them much 
more formidable than at that period.

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’ About noon, Thursisy Inst, we clambered into 
wight spring wagon belonging to that most an- 
sient and honorable Ravitic. Coaster, Mrs Herbert 
"Bowers, head of the firm of Bowers Bros. Sut- 
Jers nt Fort Whipple, and oldest of, onumérous 
‘Yankee faniily of that name. No sooner, hjd we 
“seated, ouraelf-on a hair cushion, than Herbert 
‘slorled thò ponies, gnd away we rolled over the 
smooth, grayelly road to the post, where we 
fillghted aud partook uf a very good dinner, af; 
ter which we conversed. with the gontlemanly 
officers of the post on Indian and other matters, 
lit. a cigar, mounted the, vebicle, which sped 
along quickly down Granite creek, past spme 
. ‘hplendjd, fields of ‘corn, Hungarian gross, etd. 
Besides Mr: B; and ourself, the wagon now held 
wo ‘more’ distinguished’ personages, ‘Mr, John 
eega, a veteran Who foight udder Rogecranz, 
nnd Mr, Bassham, an ancient ahd gifted gentle- 
‘man-of the Copperhead family, Soon as we swept 
out of Alexander’s cornfield, and began to climb 
the dow hills on the enat side of Granite Creek, 
the-ever recurring Indian subject was brought 
up, and while discussing it We arrived at the 
apot where a few weeks previous, the red fiends 
murdered a Mexican, who was ou his way from 
Prescott to Reamis’ pinch on Lynx creek. We 
saw the tree under which the poor fellow breathed 
‘his last, and to whgse shade he had crawled nf- 
ter the'wretches had left him. Of course, a cir- 
cumstance of this kind was not uncommon to any 
of ug, but still, this one occured so recently, that 
some of us grit our teeth -and cursed a race 
whose hands arè stained with the blood of thons- 
ands of Americana and Mexicans. We soon got 
out of the rolling hills, and while rattling over 
the level mesa this side of Lynx creek, saw spread 
out before vs the beautiful and rich valley which 
should be named “ Woolsey Valley,” in, honor 
of that pioneer, who, timd and again, has had his 
last hoof of stock stolen from him by the Apaches 
and other Indians, while nobly endeavoring to 
make for himself and others homes in said val- 
loy, and wrest it from the grasp of the worthless 
Tshmaelites who polluted it with their villainous 
presence. To the north of the valley we beheld 
hat long string of 6,000 or 7,000 feet high monn- 
tains, known as Black Mountains, whose canyons 
and gorges afford trysting places for thieving In- 
dians. To the South lay the mounfains of Lynx 
creek with those of Walker ond Big Bug, and still 
farther south, we saw the high peaks of the Brad- 
sliaw range. On. looking to the northeast, we 
saw that grand old pile, the highest and largest 
in the Territory—the great San Francisco, stand- 
ing out boldly, prominently, over and above 
every visible point in the Territory. and filling 
ones’ mind with the grandeur, the magnificence 
and the sublimity of Nature. Straight east we 
beheld the Mescal range—the home of the cursed 
Apache-Mohave—with its sharp topped hills and 
ghostly appearance. We strained our eyes to 
get a glimpse of the Mogollone range, but did 
not succeed, We then turned our gaze upon Big 
Bug and saw the mountain upon whose side a 
short time ago, ait Indian shot and killed that 
gallant frontiersman, Robert Smith, and imagined 
we could see the red rascals scampering out of 
Hin of, Billy Gavin’s anerring rifle. while aveng- 
in e death of his comrade. Becoming tired of 
this-view, we withdrew Gur gaze and fixed our 
eyes’ dni Big Bug hill. where, on a morning in July 
765, over 100 whooping. vindictive savages at- 
tacked and fought for nearly three hours a party 
of seven men, composed of Wm. Gavin, Thomas 
Goodman, Jas. A. Anderson, John Raible, Chris. 
Kiotz, Theo. W. Boggs and J. R Masterson, and 
remembered what a noble defense these men 
made, and how they finally won the victory. We 
remembered the tons of rock that the Indians 
had packed and thrown upon the roof inthe vain 
attempt to break itin; we remember the forest 
of arrows they shot at the men. and we also re- 
member the gh astly look of a dead warrior who 
received in his open month an ounce bullet from 
. Tom Goodman's rifle. We had seen enough of 
that hill and in passing our eyes to the north, we 
saw a high rocky point on the trail from the 
Agua Frio to Big Bug, where, in June 64, they 
waylaidand murdered a highly educated, splendid 
young man named Jones, and could not but re» 
collect how shockingly, brutally, they matila- 
ted his lifeless corpse. But we are tired of enu- 
merating these sad affairs in the history of our 
young Territory, and will change the mournful 
subject to something more pleasant. 

: On making Lynx creek, the writer was agree- 
ably surprised at. beholdiag the improvements 
that had been made since lasi he visited it. Houses 
had been erected, fields of corn wege to be seen 
onevéry hand, The first ranch we arrived at 
Was that of M. K, Leity, and after alighting and 
partaking of some refreshments offered us by the 
worthy and venerable host, we took a stroll 
throug his corn and found itto be first rate, 
with large. well-filled ears. We then examined 
his garden, and were pleased with the quantity, 
quality and size of his vegetables. As the day 
yas wearing away, we mounted our vebicle, bade 
Messra, Lerty and Thomas good ofternoon and 
drove rapidly past a long string of ox-wagons on. 
their way to the Agua Frio ranch for hay. We 
gobh arrived at the ranches of J. J. Gibson and 
Ty, Blit, Kraus & Miller, and others, and were 
buoyed up ‘with the looks of the latge crops. In 
alittle while’ we came in sight of the pioneer 
rinch of the valley, the Agua Frio, where hun- 
dreds of old Arizoniana have rested their weary 
limbs, appéased their -hanger and thirst and 
falked over the past, presentorid future of our 
Territory. ‘The old ranch looked strange to us ; 
it did not look'as of yore, when, puta small 
turnip patch, a smaller” béet’patch, and an acre 
or two Of corn was all the “crop? it produced. 
We felt like sking “Who's pin here sihce Ish 
pin gone?” but on reflection, choked down that 
question, faced the music and took a square look 
ab fully four hundred acres of tall yellow corn, 
about. 20‘aores of alfalfa, 20 of:Hungarian grass, 
Gor.8 of buckwheat, as many more of telons, 
squashes. pumpkins, ete, and n vast extent of 

meadow land, with grasses of various kinds. 
The'dweling housd in the centre of this forest of 
còrn Was the only thing upon, the pipes that put 
us in mind of ancient times, The slate rock 
from which it's built we know, for we, had seon 
them dug out of the ancient rain upon which the 
honso now stands, - Upon seeing this we became 
meditative, sad wandered, in imagination, back 
to tho time. when the iow extinct ravo ‘that 
brought these rocks from the hills to build théir 
dwellings, gathered around the fireside or the 
field and went, through fhe. routine of life, but 
just then tho valge A A fore Mis Manr 
amo of Agua Frio, fell upon onr oars, and we 
lighted, Apol banas and entered thé buildiig. 

' Hore we found several of out old acquaintances, 
Hinne thers dir friends and fallow proapedtors. 
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of the oliien time, Jos, Burroùghs and Chartes | 


Richter. [tis needless to sny that weate a hearty 
supper nnd were well treated that night, for of 
nll people Arizonians are the most hospitable; 
gencrops and sitentive to gnests. Next day, in 
company with Mr, Rice, and My. Bowers, the 
owner of the raneh, we took a tramp throngh the 
corp, examined It paren yaang came fo the çon- 
clusion that it was” hard to beat. Just imagine 
stalks I2tond 14 feet high, thickly set in the 
ground, and upon the stalks in every bill from 6 
to 12 and 14 cars of corn; that, too, when it has 
had bnt little attention paid it while growing, 
Ever since Bowers Bros, cnma in possession of 
„tbis ranch, from 19 to 80 men have been employ- 
ed upon jt or connecte dwithit in one way or an- 
other, and they have been well fed, well paid 
and comfortably honsed. For nearly ayear there 
were from 500 to 800 head of qxen, horses and 
mules upon the place, and Indinns watched, 
night and day to get them, but they never puc- 
ceeded in golting us much as ong hoof, 

Saturday morhing, our team wis hitched up, 
our wagon loaded with melong, sweet corn and 
other deligagies and after bidding adiew .to our 
friends we took tha road for Prescott, but on ar- 
riving'at Lerty’s ranch, instead of taking the 
ghort road over the bills, we took the road up 
the valley, which is better but Jonger. Thisval- 
ley ,is nearly 26 miles in length by about 3 in 
width, ig coverdd with a thick, luxuriant growth 
of grass, and almost eyery acre of it is capable 
of producing corn, wheat, barley, onts, potatyes, 
ete., and all a person has to do is to go-there and 
pick a choice spot for a farm. In the upper end 
of theyalley there ig no running stream, but 
water stands in holes pearly the whole year 
round, ond itis reasonable to suppose that by 
digging a short distance water In abundance 
would be found: Besides the ranches under cul- 
tivation, several more are * taken up,” but there 
is plenty more left. - k 

On leaving Woolsey Valley and ascending the 
hills overlooking Granite creek, the stream upon 
which Prescott stands, the view is grand, impres- 
sive and beautiful in the extreme, As the eye 
sweeps down the stream, the country viewed is 
one vast open prairie. dotted here and there 
with clumps of trees, nice frame houses, immense 
fields of corn, and now and then a small band 
of cattle, horses and mules, which the Indi- 
ans have not yet succeeded in gobbling, A lit- 
tle to the left is that vast pile of reddish rock, 
covering thousands of acres, and through which 
Granite creek cuts its way. To the west, Granite 
Mountain, raises its bald, colossal head high 
above its fellows, while to the south the higb, 
densely wooded raige of mountains that con- 
tain hundreds of gold and silver-bearing lodys 
of quartz rock pierce the sky. The scene is 
grand beyond description ; the prospect pleasing. 
and the thoughis engendered by gazing upon it 
noble, good and great. Yet, reader, one blight- 
ing, blasting curse hangs over this fair country — 
a curse that has kept it from being settled. de- 
veloped and improved as it shonld be—the curse 
of the hostile Indian, whose wild war-whoop is 
too frequently heard within its boundaries, whose 
stealthy tread is heard in its thickets the moment 
before he pounces upon his victim. To combat 
an open, brave generous foe, is something sub- 
lime; but to guard against a sneaking, coward- 
ly, murderous foe, is a labor of great trials, con- 
stant watching and fatiguing exercise. To be 
ever on the alert for danger is wearisome, and 
our people are weary of it. We must get rid of 
Indians before we can become ruly happy and 
prosperous, and in order to dothat they must 
be fought to the bitter end. But we have di- 
gressed, and must go home. and in order to do so 
we have to cross Granite creek, which we do and 
alight at the house of Mr. Ed. Bowers, to find 
that in the past year great improvements have 
been made here. About dark, we hitched up, 
and set ont for Fort Whipple, distant about six 
miles, Ilt was the intention of Mr. Bowers and 
myself to pass through the ranches in Willow 
and Whipple valleys in daylight. bat detention 
on account of a lame horse prevented our doing 
so, and we had to pass many beantiful ranches 
without being able to see them. Next morning, 
after making the acquaintance of Lieut. Weston, 
and chatting with the other officers, we drove up 
io town, and, would you believe it, Prescott 
looked to us every inch a town. Its tall pine 
trees, its neatly painted cottages, substantial 
stores, nice gardens and busy streets made us 
feel like chanting— ` 

“Home, sweet home, 
There is no place like home !” 

and of a truth there is no other town in Arizona 
that can compare with Prescott, and no country 
so rich and beautiful as that which surrounds it. 
Let her people be of good cheer, advance their 
standards and the wickies of the savages will 
soon be as scarce as hen’s teeth. Reader, if you 
are troubled with the blues, take a trip to the 
country, see what our noble pioneers have ac- 
complished in a couple of years. and you will 
come back satisfied with yourself and the coun- 
try. 


Tns return of Governor McCormick to Pres- 
cott, on a visit, (probably the last one he will 
ever make to this portion of the Territory), puts 
us in mind of the fact that a few days before this 
time lhst yearg we purchased from him the estab- 
lishment known as the Anszona Mixen, for which 
we paid him a good round price, A year is g 
long time, bnt, to us, the past one has not seem- 
ed long. although we bad many difficulties to 
encounter and a few obstacles to surmount, 

This timo. a year ago, the Fourth Legislature 
was in session at Prescott, and the Fifth would 
now be assembled here were it not for this same 
Govotnor McCormick. A year ago. his Excel- 
lency had no confidence in this section of coun- 
try, and could see no other place but Tucson. 
Long before the Legislature met, he was in cor- 
réspondence with the enemies of, Prescott and 
Northern Arizona.working for ont injury ond his 
own gain. He wanted to go to Congress, and 
being unpopular with the people of Northern 
Arizona, his sole show for exaltation lay in the 
hands of a few white mem in Pima county who 
control. thousands of Mexicans ond Indians, 
who stood ready to vote for whoever their mas- 
tera wished elected, In retuin forna pledge of 
their support, they demanded the capital. His 
Excellency was equal to the emergency, and did 
not hesitate to alix his signaturé to a bill for its 
transfer tò Tucedn, after it had passed the Legis- 
lature by the foulest of means, and when he well 
knew that two-thirds of the white citizens of the 
Territory were opposed td its removal to an in- 
convenient locality, hundreds of miles from the 
white settlements. 

_ Well, Pima county has redeemed its pledge; 
the Governor ig elected to Congress, He comes 
back here with words of sweetness on his tongue 
and a desire to sell all his property to. our citi- 
zens, notwithstanding his ft-repeated assertion 
sincd selling us ont to Tneson, that hè inténded 
to keep what property he had in this county. 
But his pallaver about his love for Central Ari- 


zond, his former pet name for this tection, fools 
ndébody, ang he will depart as he ¢ame, unton- 
orad and wnhaticed, saveby the vory few people 
he haa purchased with fuvors. 
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LETTER PROM A SoppuEn—A. letter from Tonto 
Valley, in this county, of date September 17th, 
fells gubstantially he shme story as the letter 
from Camp McDowall, which We print elsewhere, 
with gome additional news, The writer informs 
us that Caneral Alexander's command came up 
syith the Indians and stolen mules in the night, at 
a point in the vicinity of the Four Peaks. Two 
Indians (one of whom was killed) were guarding 
the mules, and the remainder were fast asleep, 
but were waked bythe firing, and ran off in the 
dark, leaving behind them nine mules and some 
other property, 

_ Next morning, the General and command started 

upoit their trail, pursued them as faras Tonto 
oreek, were all the wis they could find was one 
old squaw, The mud belng knee-deep, and the 
rain pouring down in torrents, the General con- 
cluded to retdrn.to Camp Reno. After a day’s 
rést, ho took 60° infantrymen and marched to 
Greenback Valley jy the night, but found no In- 
diang. The rain $i}! continued to pour down, 
and the -brave little command were forced to 
turn back. On teaching Tonto eroek, they had 
to swim that strehm in order to cross it. In doing 
s0, some of the,meu lost thelr guus, and came 
very near losing their lives. The letter winds 
up by stating thatithe Indians of that vicinity 
have plenty of firearms, and the writer deplores 
the fact that himself and comrades have to aban- 
don asectiph in which they have fought and la- 
bored so much. 


From Tucsox.-Want of spaco and time pre- 
vents us, this week, from laying before our read- 
ers, a loag and interesting letter from Doctor 
J. T. Alsap, upon matters and things at 
Tneson. We however, condense from ita few 
of the most important items. Judge Backus 
has not rendered a decision in the Quo Warranto 
case, thd issues involved being, in his opinion, 
too gtave for hasty deciston and ‘it will proba- 
bly lie over until the ful! bench meets... The re- 
cent heavy rains did considerable dam ige to the 
new Court House, and to nearly every other 
building in town, ...The Indians were very bad. 
and tha people had subscribed enongh money to 
equip and keep in the field for 6 months, a com- 
pany of volunteers. The Governor’s proclama- 
tion says the troops will be received into the 
service of the Territory, “tt being understood 
that said volunteers are to be armed, equipped, 
subsisted and paid by private subscription, and 


without cost to the Territory.” 
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Last Tuesday's mail brought us San Francisco 
dailies of the 9th, and the Weekly Dispatch and 
Vanguard, of the 12th inst. Our Los Angeles 
exchanges were of the 12th inst. From the Star 
we learn that B. C. Truman, Postal Agent. was 
in the city, and we pray he may devote a little 
attention to straightening out mail matters, for 
they seem to be badly tangled up somewhere. 
The Star had just received three or four num- 
bers of the Mixer, at one and the same tine, 
which goes to show that there is a colored cuss 
in the wood pile. The schedule time for the 
const line of stages has been reduced between 
Los Angeles and San Juan to 62 hours. The Star 
contains some timely and sensible remarks about 
this Territory, which we mean to publish next 
week. 


Texas CATTLE Diskase.—A great cry is being 
raised in the Tastern and Western States about 
the Texas cattle disease. Even in California, 
people are getting frightened, and the Sacramen- 
to Union tries to make political capital ont of the 
disease, because, the recent Democratic Legis- 
lature did not passa Jaw against allowing dis- 
eased cattle to enter the State! Wonder, if the 
“ disease” didn’t originate with cattle-raisers in 
the West who could not compete with Texans? 
We hear of the passage of Texas cattle through 
this Territory, but not one word about the dis- 
ease. In the eyes of some folks everything 
southern, except a negro, is diseased. 


Fine at Sr. Josepx.—We learn from the St. 
George Times, that n fire which destroyed 19 
houses, their contents, some loaded wagons and 
their contents, occured at St. Joseph. Pah-Ute 
County, in this Territory, on the 18tb of last 
month, while most of the people were out at la- 
bor in the fields. The loss is great and we sin- 
cerely sympathize with our Mormon fellow citi- 
zens. 


Rice Quantz—The Santa Fe (New Mexico) 
Gazette has seen the certificate of assay of a piece 
of rock; fom the Aztec lode, near Maxwells 
house, in that Territory, and. we must say that it 
is the biggest thing in the assay line we have 
seen or heard ot ina long time, Here it is: 
Gold—$19,455 37 ; silver—-$189 68. Total, gold 
and silver, per ton, $19,645 25! 


. Transrormation.—The spicy San Francisco 
Dramatic Chronicle has developed into a good 
sized, néat-looking daily news paper. It claims 
to be independent in polities, but puts in big 
licks for Grant and Golfax, and, of course, can- 
not be what it professes to be. But then it has 
as good right to claim independence as the other 
Republican papers of its city.

Epntror Miner: We haven’t moved to Gr 
Valley yet. as we anticipated doing early in 
season. Thé probability fa that the establi 
ment of a post jn that locality will be postpontd 
for at least another year, The idea of establit- 
ing the headquarters of this Sub-District of tint 
point, I feel confident, was not willingly reli- 
qnished by our commanding officer, Genefal 
Alexander. Throngh the untiring energ 
Lieut, Hasson, Lieut, Chilson ond the incr 
ous men of their command, an excellent wago 
rond has been constructed to Green Valley, This 
yond was completed about three weeks ngo. 
Nothing possible, or necessary, to ald in opening 
pp and locating in that beantiful country the 
present season fhas been omitted by the ollicers 
of this command, Want of troops sloneshas given 
n death blow to our Hopes, and rendered of no 
avail the efforts of officers and men in securing 
the consummation of that object which must be 


tdri- 


est in the developmont of thìs Torritory, whether 
soldiers or citizens. The troops in the Sub» 
District of the Verde las been sadly deficient in 
numbers ever since and even before General 
‘Alexander assnmed command, ‘I'he superior in- 
dividual efficiency of the officers and men thongh. 
has to a great extent been an offset to their de- 
ficiency in numbers, But the regent order dis 
charging a great portion of the enlisted men of 
the command before the expiration of their torma 
of service, without forwarding any recruits 
or other trdops to supply thei places, renders it 
totally impracticable to attempt a romoval from 
this place, or the establisment of an other milita- 
ry post in tho Sub-District until a considerable 
augmontation in the number of troops is effected, 

For the benefit of those who have not sven it, 
1 may say that Green Valley and the country 
surrounding it is emphatically beautiful and not 
surpassed by any yet discovered in the ‘Yerri- 
tory. Indications for minerals are good, timber 
abundant, a soit well watered and as rich as I 
have ever seer, a betler grain-growing, or stock- 
raising country cannot be found anywhere. 1 
speak not alone of Grgen Valley proper, for that 
ia quite limited in extent, but the numerous val- 
leys surrounding it, and much of the bottom land 
along Tonto creek. A veteran California miner 
who has been chancing it out there among the 
Apaches has discovered a silver ledge. He 
showed me some of the rock the other day, and 
it appears to be very rich. He is on his way to 
Prescott to bave it recorded. The majority of 
the detachment of troop en route to estublish 
Camp Reno have been-recalied, and the balance 
of the detachment has returned as far as Sun 
Flower Valley, and will, I expect, proceed to 
this place a3 soon as practicable. } 

Arrangements were made for a scout from this 
place by a number of Maricopas, and a few, 
though all of the available men belonging to È 
Company. of the Ist, and I company. of the Sth 
Cavalry, commanded by General Alexander. 
Captain Fechet, of the 8th Cavalry. and Lieut. 
Tobey. onr post adjutant are also with the party. 
They left here three or four days ago, and we 
have already witnessed the good results of their 
scouting m a number (nine | believe) of fine 
mules which they have recaplured and sent into 
this post.
